This matter cane before the Court on the Final Hydrographic

Survey Report for the San Pedro River Wtershed (1991) (*San
Pedro HSR’) and objections to that report; consideration of the
San Pedro HSR and objections were referred to Special Master
John E. Thorson and, subsequently, to Special Mster George A
Schade, Jr.; the Special Masters organized and conducted
proceedings in Contested Cases Nos. W-11-556 and W.-11-1132
involving the water rights of the United States of Anmerica
appurtenant to the Coronado National Menorial, a federa
reservation of Iland wthin the San Pedro River Wtershed
adm nistered by the United States Departnent of the Interior,

Nati onal Park Service; certain parties in both contested cases

havi ng reached stipulations that were filed on March 19, 1996,



and on May 2, 2003, as to the water rights in one stockpond
three springs, and twenty wells, to be decreed for the Coronado
Nati onal Menorial; Special Mster Thorson having accepted the
stipulation filed on March 19, 1996, and Special Master Schade
having accepted the stipulation filed on My 2, 2003; Special
Mast er Schade having filed a report with the Clerk of the Court
on May 15, 2003, recommending the approval of both stipulated
agreenments and abstracts of water rights and having served the
involved parties and all persons listed on the Gla Rver
Adj udi cation Court-Approved Mailing List; the Special Mster
having given claimants in the Gla River Adjudication, pursuant
to ARS 8 45-257(A)(2), a period of 180 days, or until
November 12, 2003, to file an objection to the report, and unti
Decenber 8, 2003, to file responses to the objections; the Bella
Vista Water Conpany, Inc. and Pueblo Del Sol Water Conpany (the
“Wat er Conpani es”) having filed an objection; the United States
having filed a response; and the Court having considered the
report and the objection and being fully advised;

THE COURT FINDS that notice of the Special Master’s report
was given as required by |aw and prior orders of this Court; the
period allowed for filing objections to the Special Master’s
report was as required by ARS. 8 45 257(A)(2); the period for
filing objections to the report has passed; and the stipul ated

agreenents and abstracts of proposed water rights for the United



States of Anmerica within the Coronado National Menorial should
be approved.

THE COURT ADJUDI CATES AND DECREES the water rights of the
United States of Anerica for the Coronado National Menorial as
set forth in the twenty-four abstracts of water rights
stipulated by the parties and described in Special Master
Schade’ s report of May 15, 2003.

IT IS ORDERED that the twenty-four abstracts of water
rights shall be incorporated in the tabulations or lists of all
water rights and their relative priorities on the Gla R ver
system and source in the form that the Court shall determ ne,
pursuant to AR S. 8§ 45-257(B)(2), to be nost appropriate.

| T I'S FURTHER ORDERED that the dism ssals of Statenments of
Cl ai mant Nos. 39-8265, 39-11130(D), 39-11130(H), and 39-13637
are accept ed.

| T I S FURTHER ORDERED overruling the objection of the Water

Conpani es.
